siderable other real 
estate holdings 
in Orfordville 
and at 
Beloit. 
The 
estate was brought up for probate in 
the county court recently. Braaten, 
now fifty-seven years 
old; expected 
that due to his faithfulness to his fa- 
ther in working the farm for so long 
a period, would experience no trou- 
ble in securing his father's property. 
Imagine his surprise then to appear 
in court and hear a will, drawn unbe- 
known to him or anv other, by his 
parent in 1910, and which left his en- 
tire property to far distant relatives, 
some of whom he had never seen.

Panama, Oct. 23. •—Latin-American 
trade propagandists in the United 
States need have no concern regard- 
ing the business with the Republic of 
Panama, according to import statist- 
ics just made public by the Bureau of 
Statistics for the year 1914. The 
United States Jeads all nations in ex- 
port business to Panama with a grand 
total of $6,396,276, which was nearly 
four times the exports of Great Brit-

'working girl' is nothing but the Girl 
who Works. Soon or late the world 
will grasp this simple fact, and will 
also realize that the Girl who Works 
is a pood deal happier than the Girl 
who Plays. And not a bit. harder to 
understand." 


The girl who works, later becomes 


the wife and 'mother, and so far as 
work is concerned soon discovers that 
it is not a question of hours or wages, 
for it is an old saying that while

MANY COMPLAINTS HEARD.

London, Oct. 23.—-The arrival of 
the -first wounded from the battle of 
Loos, following directly upon the first 
exciting news of the British advance 
in the West, was a dramatic Incident 
of a London night. 
In. a vast and 
gloomy railway station, which had as 
few lights going as were needed 
to 
show the way without betraying the 
place to a possible Zeppelin, a, silent 
crowd had gathered. Suburban and 
overland trains were teaming in and 
pulling out, porters rushing about 
with trunks and bags on hand trucks, 
civilian passengers asking about plat- 
forms or arguing with the women in- 
spectors, who are 
not yet entirely 
familiar with their duties. 
The crowd 
which 
waited silently 
and patiently 
in the 
midst of this 
bustle was composed of relatives of 
men at the front. Shortly before mid- 
night, a train 
bearing the wounded 
drew up at

side platform. -The 
gates • swung open • and the wounded,

powder stained khaki, 
heads bandaged, arms In slings or oil 
crutches appeared,

Some people think that beer is a 
harmless 'drink, that can be used in 
moderation without injury to anyone, 
and otlisrs who call themselves advo- 
cates of temperance would drive out 
whisky by the substitution of beer. 
It is easy to understand how no harm 
would come to any one but the dis- 
tillers by -driving out whisky, but it 
is certainly wrong to deceive ignorant 
and innocent people by telling them 
that beer is a harmless drink. 
We 
ha'"e before us statistics upon the 
suWect,. together with the statements 
of eminent authorities in the United 
Stwtes, Great Britain and Europe, and 
they all condemn the motion 
that 
beer is a harmless drink. 


From vital statistics of Great Brit- 
ain it appears that certain serious 
diseases like gout, liver troubles and 
diabetes are from three to five times 
more common among brewers 
and 
bar tenders than among the people in 
general. 


One of the most eminent European 
authorities on insanity, Prof. Albert 
Mahaim of the University of Liege, 
is authority for .the statement that 
about one-half of the persons 
ad- 
mitted 'to a certain asylum as "alco- 
holics" had used nothing but beer and 
similar drinks.

TO TELL PINE WOOD 


At Forest 
Produce 
Laboratory Syi- 


tern Worked Out 
So Different 


Grades 
of Yellow 
Pine

yellow pine, which

commercially, have Just been con- 
cluded at the forest products labora- 
otry located here. 
Southern vellow 


Pine has 
long been the 
standard 
structural timber east of the Rock" 
Mountains. 
Two commercial clashes 
have been recognized, namely, "lone'- 
leaf" and. "shortleaf" pine, the latter 
containing several botanical 
six>cie« 
Longleaf -pine has 
always been 
con- 
sidered 
superior 
to 
shortleaf in 
strength and durability, but because 
the two look very 
much alike con- 
tractors and even millmen knew no 
definite means of distinguishing -them 
after the trees 
had 
been cut 
into 
timbers. Consequently poorer »rades 
of yellow pine timber have repeatedh- 
been substituted when the best Ions- 
leaf was ordered. 
To overcome tills 


difficulty the .United 
States 
forest 
service has recently 
proposed 
that 
yellow pine timber be graded accord- 
ing to strength, based on density as 
indicated by the 
number of annual 
rings, per inch and the percent of 
hard summer wood in each 
ring ir- 
respective of species. 
This 
classili- 
cation has met with the approval of 
many millmen and contractors. The 
forest products laboratory has also 
worked out a scheme by which long- 
leaf can be distinguished from short- 
leaf by the size 
of the pith in tim- 
bers. This method does not involve 
the use of the microscope and is high- 
ly appreciated by timber users who 
want to know whether or not th^v 
are getting true longleaf.
